A Handsome Tribute Paid to the 


Coast Defense Militia—Some 


Recommendations. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—Far out of 


the lines of the ordinary annual repori 
•of the bureau officers Is that of Cap- 
tain Crowninshield, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, Navy Department, 
iust made public. 
Not only was he a 


member of the war or strategy board, 
but he -was responsible for the execu- 
tion of the plans formed by that board 
and for the movement of every ship 
and th'e assignment of every crew. 
Consequently no bureau officer had an 
edual opportunity to know the history 
of the war. 
The report is absolutely 


free from personalities, being confined 
to a statement of hard facts with a 
few important recommendations for the 
betterment of the naval service. 


The war history begins with the 


simple statement of certain precaution- 
ary orders that were issued, but even 
in the absence of comment attention 
cannot fail to be attracted to the re- 
markable foresight exhibited. 
To be- 


gin with, an order dated January Uth 
last, directing the commander of the 
European stations to retain in service 
men whose enlistments were about to 
expire and those following provided 
•for the successful operation of the Eu- 
ropean squadron and protection- from 
the dangers which surrounded it. The 
report shows how the South Atlantic 
6QUadrpn-was brought up to re-enforce 
• Sampson, how the Oregon started on 
*er. famous race around South Amer- 
ica; how stores and amunilton were 
forwarded to the squadrons and finally 
they wind up with the famous laconic 
order to Dewey of April 24th: 


"War has commenced between the 


United States and Spain. 
Proceed at 


.-once..to.the Philippine Islands.' Com- 
mence operations at once, particularly 
against Spanish fleet. You must cap- 
ture or destroy. 
Use utmost endeav- 


propriations for the naval militia on 
an entirely different basis. This would 
provide for the creation of a national 
naval reserve entirely under toe con- 
trol of the department recruiting sea- 
faring classes, who would be compelled 
to serve in war times under penalty of 
desertion. 


The men would be required to report 


once a year for drill, for which they 
would receive one month's pay. Anoth- 
er recommendation Is that the system 
of rewards by promotion be abolished 
and that medals of honor be substi- 
tuted, so that officers may be rewarded 
without detriment to others. 
Finally 


the suggestion of the Superintendent 
of the Coast Signal Service that this 
should be made a permanent institu- 
tion is approved.

Captain Crowninshield declares that 


the experience of the war has been one 
of the greatest importance to the ca- 
tion. 
The one defect of the war was

The 
Navigation Bureau recommends that

The report recommends the paaaage

needed. 


The report does not enlarge upon the 


necessities of the sen-ice in regard to 
the personnel. Captain Crowninshield 
Delfevlng that the department and Con- 
gress are both so well acquainted with 
the requirements of this detail of 
naval organizations that the statement 
of the bureaus will be all that Is needed 
to secure the action of congress 


A tribute is paid to the general work 


of the naval militia in manning the 
coast-defense ships and the vessels of 
the auxiliary naval force, and furnish- 
ing material for crews for the auxiliary 
vessels serving with the regular fleet. 
But for crews aboard ship in actual 
service, these furnished nothing more 
than nmterla, and in 
the ordinary 


course most of them would have been 
enlisted as landsmen, and nothing 
hicher. All had to be thoroughly drilled 
and even the officers, with exceptions, 
were found to he unqualified to act as 
instructors.

The Indians are declared to have 


made substantial progress and the 
Chlppewa outbreak was the only seri- 
ous disturbance of the year. Referring 
to this trouble the report recites Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs Jones' suc- 
cessful efforts In bringing about the 
surrender of the Indians and says the 
origin of-the trouble Is now under Joint 
investigation by the departments of 
the interior and of justice.

The total amount received from 
the sale of pine and agricultural lands 
Is approximately $659,813. which has 
been deporlted In the treasury to the 
credit of the Indians, as required by 
law.

Before the country was barely recog- 
nlzefl, the nations of Europe, but now 
England Is ready and willing' to ex- 
tend the hand of greeting; anxious to 
form an Anglo-American alliance. 


The feeling of sectional animosity has 


also been entirety wiped out by the 
contest with Spain.

North and the sons of the South 
marching forth at their country's call 
to do anrt die, to uphold Its sacred 
honor and to put an end to tyranny on 
the western continent. 
By the war 


the bloody chasm disappeared. 


The responsibilities of the war were 


those naturally attending ;conscious- 
ri«s of power. The nation now know- 
Its greatness, which is a temptation to 
reach out. Another responsibility was 
the guardianship of the Cubans, the 
inhabitants of the' Iiadrone islands and 
the Philippines.

news 
there is nor originate 


all 
the suggestions that ought to 


be made and there Is no contribution, 
not even a prize watermelon, more 
thankfully received at a 
newspaper 


office than an Interesting news Item or 
a valuable idea. 
But no one should 


be offended If the editor, considering all 
the Item*, gives an item more or less 
space or a different form than the con- 
tributor, considering his Item alone, 
thought proper. 
The common request 


"print It Just as I have written it or not 
at all" Indicates that the Item is <if 
more importance to the contributor 
than to the paper or the public, and 
Justifies his immediate reference to the 
advertising counter, where such items 
are received and charged for.

men to see the error of their ways and 
reformation will be the result. Every 
member will become a deputy game 
warden in spirit, anxious and willing 
to report to the authorities any viola- 
tion of the law that he may discover, 
and it will not be long before shooting 
out of season will become a very un- 
healthy sport, in the country, as we, 
as an association, stand ready to prose- 
cute any case that Is brought to the 
court.

result. 
In this county alone 13 votes 


were thrown out by the election

cers, which Mr. Harris claims lie was 
entitled to under a decision of the su- 
preme court. 
There might have been 


more such discarded ballots, but Mr. 
Harris knows of only 13. They were: 
One from Oleander. 2 from Washington 
colony, 1 from 
Belmont and 9 from 


West Park. 
The reason that the bal- 


lots were not considered was that the 
cross was marked immediately oppo- 
site the name of the candidate and not 
In the square for that purpose. 
Mr. 


Harris contends, however, that the su- 
preme court has held in such a case 
that the intention of the voter was 
clearly shown and that the votes should 
be counted. 


It Is also believed that a court count 


would reduce Mr. Griffin's majority In 
Madera county. 


A nice point that has arisen In the 


matter Is where the contest should be 
instituted—in Madera or Fresno coun- 
ty. 
Attorneys differ on the matter, 


but It is believed that the superior 
court of. either county would 
have 


Jurisdiction, and .that Mr. Harris could 
bring the suit in whichever county he 
chose. 


Another peculiar phase of the case ie 


that the legislature could seat which- 
ever candidate It chose, regardless of 
the decision of the court, for under a 
constitutional provision the legislature 
has the voice in the seating- of Its own 
members. 
Although cases have oc- 


curred where the legislature seated 
the candidate who was decided against 
by the court In an election contest, yet 
the general practice Is to abide by the 
ruling of the court. 
The legislature 


in this case, however, has the final de- 
termination of the matter.

It seems impossible

soldiers have other duties to perform 
besides fighting; that it is as essential 
to meet with fortitude the Irksome du- 
ties of camp or garrison life, as it Is Jo 
display courage on the field, of battle. 
It is not for the yellow newspaper, the 
loved ones at home or for the soldier 
himself to decide when he has seen 
enough service, but for the government 
which he has pledged himself to faith- 
fully serve as long as it needs him. On 
the complaints of the volunteers it is 
not necessary to pass any criticism. 
Some of them are undoubtedly Justi- 
fied, while others are not. but it must 
be remembered that the soldier, be he 
volunteer or regular, dearly loves, to 
grumble. 
Better this, however, than 


that he should brood over his wrongs, 
real or fancied. That way danger lies. 


It is wonderful, by the way. what a 


difference It makes in our power of en- 
durance whether the hardships we 
bear are of our own seeking or the re- 
sult of accident. 
A man on a hunting 


trip will walk twenty miles in an af- 
ternoon, set wet through by a drench- 
ing rain, lose his lunch and his way and 
camp out in the woods over night with- 
out a murmur. 
Put the same man in 


.a uniform and let it happen that he has 
to march ten miles on a fairly good 
road, make a supper on hard tack and 
sow belly, and sleep In a muddy trench, 
and he will rip out strange oaths and 
write home to the Conprressman of his 
district to secure his discharge.

girls off the streets of St. Louis after 
a certain hour. 
The evil result's from 


allowing children to catch glimpses of 
the night life of a city are so well 
known and have brought so much sor- 
row to the homes of this country that 
one would suppose even ft Mayor of St. 
Louis had heard of It, and having heard 
if It would he willing to abridge some- 
what the personal liberties of these 
vouthftil citizens for the sake of the 
jood it might do them. 
It would be a 


good thing if the curfew ordinance of 
this city were enforced, even though 
it might lacerate the feelings of 
roungr people to have their personal lib- 
erty encroached upon . A number of 
young men and women who have con- 


led evil habits or who have even 


gone so far in ill doing as to have lost 
caste owe their downfall to the liberty 
granted them to be on the streets after 
dark. American parents are too care- 
ers with their children, particularly 
with their boys.

rticle was written In reply.to a com- 
uinlcation published a few days be- 
>re In tho same paper and signed by 
. Oartenlaub. the packer. 
Mr. Welsh Is attorney for Gar'tenlaub 
nd Kearney thought or professed to 
link, that the attorney had written his 
lent's 
communication. 
He there- 


ore, figuratively speaking, sailed Into 
ie lawyer. 
'I mention this attorney's name be- 


ause I wish to tear the mask from his 
ace and s,how the community, and 
articuiorly our raisin growers, this 
ssasaln of character in his true coi- 
rs." were the opening words of his at- 
ack on Mr. Welsh. 
He then went on 


o say that" the attorney had been an 
nemy of the raisin combine from Its 
nceptlon for the reason that he 
Kearney), had been Identified with It. 
As a ground for Mr. Welsh's hostility 
oward him he mentioned the case of 
Kearney vs. Bingham, in which, he 
ays, Welsh was attorney for Mrs.

It Is al 
leged. Is inconsistent with our tradi 
tlonal theories and practice, which H 
doubtless is, for the sufficient reason 
that our previous acquisitions were al] 
more appropriately governed in another 
•way. 
But the alleged consistency of 


applying old ways to new conditions Is 
like that of the man who would use 
bird shot to kill a bear simply because 
he had been shooting birds all day. 


The tariff policy in the Philippines 


follows the same argument. 
In spite 


of the taunts of Cobdenites, there 
inconsistency at all hi excluding such 
distant colonies from the privileges of 
free trade which the states of the Unit- 
ed State*; enjoy with each other, or in, 
charging a revenue tariff on American 
imports Into the islands.

the Philippines are as separate from us 
under American control.as under any 
other.

CRUISERS AND BATTLESHIPS 


The San Francisco Post, commenting 


on Secretary Long's naval program 
makes the criticism that it does not 
provide for a sufficient number of bat- 
tleships. 
If the secretary's-Plan has 


been correctly outlined the Post's crit- 
icism is just 
It rightly says that for 


heavy work the battleship is the most 
effective vessel and that our navy 
should be strong in this kind of craft. 
But we do not altogether agree with it 
when it says, "The less money there Is 
spent on unarmored cruisers or even 
protected cruisers the more will be 
saved! in the long run." 
These vessels 


did effective work in blorkadlnc Cuba 
and in preying on the enemy's com- 
merce, and had the sphere of the 
been of greater extent they would have 
demonstrated their utility in a 
still 


more striking manner. 
"We have by no 


means all the cruisers we need, and 
there must be many additions made to 
our navy of this class of vessels before 
it is as strong as It should be In this 
•espect. 


"We are of the opinion, however, that 


a great improvement could be made In 
the armored cruisers by Increasing the 
thickness of their armor without any 
sacrifice of speed. 
In short we are 


in favor of a composite vessel possess- 
ing the speed of a cruiser and the 
strength of a. battleship. 
The Span- 


ish ships that were destroyed by Samp- 
son's squadron were vessels of this 
type and had they been manned 
by men who knew how to keep their 
mechanism in order and who could 
ihoot straight the result of the sea fight 
at Santiago would have been far dif- 
ferent. 
The nominal speed of all of 


Cervera's ships was 20 knots an hour, 
and the 'Maria Teresa made 18.48 knots 
at her official natural draft trials, ex- 
ceeding the contract requirement. They 
were protected by a.I2-inch steel armor 
belt and bad fine armaments.

the other day a Japanese battleship 
[the Ehikishima) was launched at the

A LOYAL PROFESSOR. 


Public respect for the university pro- 


fossors of the country has not been in- 
creased by the attitude of gome of 
them on the war and the questions 
growing out of it.

active service. 
All the vessels before 


named were well on the way toward 
completion at the c1o»»> of Frariden 
Arthur's administration. 
The Boston 


took part in the battle at Manila and 
proved a fine ship. 


During Mr. Chandler's admlnlstra 


tion of the naval department Congress 
also authorized the building of th 
cruisers Newark and Charleston, and 
o£ the suriboats Torktown and Petrel 
The bids for this second group of four 
ships were called for under the follow- 


administration, but the act of Con- 


gress authorizing them became a law 
m March 3, .1885. 
That same act, com 


i g within the administration of Presi- 
dent Arthur, authorized the completion 


»f the double turret monitors Puritan 
Atnphitrite. Monadnock, Mlantonomah 
nd Terror. 
Althoush these vessels 


lave iron hulls, yet in virtue of their 
armor and armament they belong to 
our modern navy, and the act In ques- 
tion settled whether they should be 
completed or abandoned. 


The work befrun 
under Secretary 


Chandler was continued with vigor and 
intelligence by Secretary Whitney and 
his successors, with what results the 
outcome of our war with Spain has 
shown.

LIFE * SAVING 
ROPE 


The Tfaooghtfulaett of* Chamber- 


maid Saved Five Lives—Oily 
Two Fences Positively Knowm 
to Have Perished—Heroic 
Work Done by Firemen and 
Hotel Messengers — Several 
Persons Believed to be Boned 
in the Ruins—Many Stores 
Destroyed. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO. Nov. 23.—The 


Baldwin hotel, for almost thirty years 
one of the principal land marks of San 
Francisco, is no more. 
A fire which 


broke out in the east end of the build- 
ing shortly after 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, supposedly in the property room 
of the Baldwin theater, .totally desroyed 
the immense structure, entailing a fi- 
nancial loss of nearly a million and a 
half of dollars, besides destroying prop- 
erty that no amount of money or sci- 
ence can replace. 


The loss of life so far as reported has 


been miraculously light, but two deaths 
having occurred as far as known. The 
list of dead. Injured and missinr, BO 
Tar as known, is as follows:

The financial losses are very far 


reaching1, almost every branch of com- 
mercial trade being directly affected. 
The ground floor of the hotel was di- 
vided Into a number of large stores and 
few of their occupants saved anything 
T.-orth mentioning, the majority report- 
ing total losses.' Two ot the most 
handsome cafes In the city were Rut- 
ted and their stocks destroyed.

Baldwin 
theater, 
the 
fashionable 


amusement playhouse of this city, was 
totally destroyed with the rest of the 
building, and the "Secret Service" 
Company, leaded br William Gillette, 
now playing: an engagement at the the- 
ater, lost all its paraphernalia, and ac- 
coutrements. Many of the members of 
the company lost most of their helong- 
iTigs. and trunks containing the official 
papers of the company were destroyed.

saved, though two chambermaids are 
missing-. 


When seen by an Associated Press 


representative K. J. Baldwin, proprietor 
and owner of thfr hotel, said that he 
could not figure up hi* tosses for sev- 
eral days yet. but said that the Insur- 
ance was light In comparison to the 
loss. 
Owintr to the extremely heavy 


Insurance rate charges on the building 
and contents, he carried but little pro- 
tection on his property and the high 
rate also prevented tenants of the 
ground floor stores from Insuring their 
stock heavily. 
The insurance on the 


building may reach $100.000 and $50.000 
of this is divided among sixteen com- 
panies. 
The National of Hartford Is 


the heaviest loser among the com- 
panies. tfCOO belntr carried w!th this 
concern. 
The- insurance on the con- 


tents of the building so far as known 
amounts to 177.600 and is divided among 
twenty-three companies, the National 
of Hartford being responsible for an- 
other $7500.

There were upwards of 300 quests In 


tbe hotel when the flre was discovered 
and the scenes which followed beggars 
description. 


The watchmen, bell boys and other 


hotel employes worked nobly in arous- 
ing sleeping residents. 
Tt is believed 


that every person in the building- was 
apprised of the danger within ten min- 
utes after the flre broke out, but ru- 
mors are rife that many of those in the 
east wing, where the flames were dtsr 
covered, were cut off from escape and 
lost. 
How true these rumors are can 


-not be definitely told for several days 
yet. as many parts of the building have 
collapsed, burying any who may have 
been left in thi* building under the de- 
bris. 


A force of messenger bojs employed 


with the warning of guests and several 
in an all-night office adjoining the ho- 
tel did excellent work In connection. 
Brave rescues are credited to the boys 
of the messenger service. 
In con- 


junction with the employes of the ho- 
tel, the police and flremen, they went 
through the building awakening guests, 
helping them to dress, and 
rendering 


other assistance. 
The employes of 


the hotel are highly praised by the 
guests, and the firemen and police ore 
spoken of in unmeasurably compli- 
mentary terms. 
Half an hour after 


the first alarm sounded 112 policemen 
were on the scene of the conflagration. 


Many of the guests of the hotel are 


eastern turf men, several of whom lost 
all their effects. 
This hostelry was a 


favorite stopping place for 
sporting 


people, the location being rn admirable 
one, convenient to all sporting resorts 
and places of amusement, 


What the loss of life will be cannot 


be stated at this writing, but so far 
only two deaths have been reported. 
Captain White, who occupied a room 
on the fourth floor, was killed while j 
trying to escape by means of a ropp! 
which dangled from the fifth floor al- 
most to the street below. 
The rope 


had previously done good service, being 
the means by which five persons es- 
caped from the burning building. 
The 


story of the rope is a thrilling one. For 
eight years Kate Richardson has hepn 
nn employe of the hotel, occupying a 
room on the fifth floor. Five years 
ago Miss Richardson, as 
precau- 
tionary measure in just such an emerg- 
ency, procured a lengthy rope, long 
enough to reach from her room to the 
street. 
When the alarm was given 


Mis,* Richardson, with the assistance of 
Gussie Johnson, her chum, secured the 
rope to a piece of heavy furniture and 
threw the free end out of the window. 


The two Rirls were about to make 


this afternoon the fire engines 


were withdrawn, only one or two 
streams being left to subdue any fire 
that may break out among the debris. 


A RISKY~TRIP. 


Two United States Officers 


Render Good Service. 


They Made a Six Week's Tour 
' 
of the Interior of 


Luzon. 


MANILA, Nov. 23.— Paymaster TV. B 
llcoi. and naval cadet L. R. Sargeant 


of the United States monitor Monad- 
nock, have returne'd "here after a six 
weeks' tour of the interior. They were 
well received everywhere. 
The trav- 


eling. howver, was most difficult. They 
crossed the provinces of Pang Asina 
and Neuva Ecija and then traveled- 
over the mountains. 


Not a yard of barren land was seen; 


the towns were quiet and prosperous; 
the plains were highly cultivated, and 
the mountains were splendidly tim- 
bered. 


The insurgent troops have 
every- 


where apparently settled 
down and 


there were no signs of dissatisfaction 
with a guideless government. 


There are many Spanish soldiers and 


friars in captivity, but no sisters of 
charity were observed among the pria- 
oiners. 
They sailed down a splendid 


river to Parri, at the extreme north 
end of the island of Luzon, where they 
arrived on November 5th, on board the 
insurgent steamer Filipinos. 


From there the travelers took 
a 


steamer to Oslo, on the west coast, and 
landed and tramped through the prov- 
ince of Ilocos, near the mountains In- 
habited by the Negrlta's or Black abo- 
rigines. 
That part of the country is 


apparently quiet, excepting in the 
mountains, where a state of primitive 
savagery exists. 


The officers had received a, general 


order not to permit foreigners to carry 
weapons, so the Americans agreed to 
have everything of that nature for- 
warded to them later. 
The two offi- 


cers reached San Thomas with difficul- 
ty, because the 
bridges had 
heen 


washed away a century ago, and had 
never been rebuilt. 
Only temporary 


bamboo bridges are erected during the 
dry season each year. 


From San Thorns the travelers went 


by boat to Guapan, where they took 
the train for Manila. 


The American officers are now draw- 


ing up a detailed report of their trip 
for the use of the authorities here and 
at Washington. 


BLANCO RESIGNS. 


Unwilling to Share in the Surrender 


of Cuba. 


WASHINGTON*, Nov. 23.—No sur- 


prise i* expressed in government cir- 
cles at the news of General Blanco's 
resignation. 
It was known some time 


ago that the General sought to resign 
the office of captain general of Cuba 
and he was introduced to retain that 
post only by appeals to his patriotism 
on the part of the Madrid government. 


It Is supposed that his purpose is tn 


avoid what he may regard as the dis- 
honor of surrendering the gem of the 
Antilles io the United States. 'The 
captain general of the Philippines took 
Hie same course. 
General Arolas, the 


second in command. Is likely to have 
the unpleasant duty of surrendering 
Spanish sovereignty over Cuba. 


It is believed that General THanciVs 
.ction will not in any way affect the 
evacuation, save in the possibility it 
contains of Inc-llhitr trouble among the 
ipanish troops.

NEW TORK, Nov. 18.-In Uift gloom 


of smoke, storm and fog that darkened 
the rails of the Pennsylvania, railroad 
this morning between Jersey City and 
Harrison, a belated suburban train 
daahod Into a gang of workmen, killing 
11 and injuring 4. Five others had re- 
markable escapes. 
All the victim* 


lived In Jersey City. 


The accident happened about two and 


a half miles west of Jemy City, just 
beyond th* Hackensack river bridge. 
At that point there are four tracks, 
two devoted to passenger and two to 
freight traffic. 
At the north are the 


shops and tracks of the Delaware, 
Lackawana and Western 
railroad. 


Foreman Quirk took out & gang of 19 
men at 8 a.ra, to repair track No. 4—the 
west-bound freight track at that place. 
Quirk saw that the foe mltht mean 
danger, so he sent ahead two men, 
TAwless and Doherty. to give warning 
of approaching trains. 
Lawless was 


to go west and Doherty east and cover 
all the tracks. 
They were to shout 


warnings at the approach of trains. 
The passenger tracks were kept busy 
with incoming suburban trains and the 
smoke and steam from these trains 
helped to make the atmosphere more 
dense. 


Suddenly, about S.30, there was 


shout from Lawless, who was the ad- 
vance guard of the gang: 
"Train on 


No. 3." he cried. 
It was an east- 


bound freight train that came along 
slowly, leaving behind it a heavy pal! 
of smoke. 
The men who were scat- 


tered along the track jumped out of the 
way. Almost all of them jumped over 
on to track No. 1, the east-bound pas- 
senger track. 
The heavy smoke eiv 


vftloped them and the men, many

them new hands on the road, shivered 
with fright for they could not see and 
could scarcely hear the approaching 
trains that followed the freight.. 


Lawless, too, had jumped across to 


track No. 1, keeping all the time a 
sharp lookout. 
Suddenly there was a 


rumble of wheels and the shriek of a 
whistle. 
The Millstone local, delayed 


by fog, was coming along at the rate 
of 40 miles aR hour. 


Lawless was struck and thrown thir- 


ty feet away, mangled and bleeding 
Engineer Van Nostrand had scarcely 
noticed the man's body flying through 
the air when the engine struck Doher- 
ty; then it ploughed Into the mass o: 
cowering men who stood huddled 
gether on the track. 


"It was an awful sight," said the en- 


gineer later. 
"There was a raasi

the air.

1 knew that something terrible had 
happened and put on the air brakes as 
hard as possible.

came to a standstill the passengers 
rushed out 


"The track was covered with blood 


The meadows and the track looked like 
a battlefield covered with bodies. The 
shrieks of the dying drowned the cries 
of the horrified passengers. Women 
fainted and men turned away in horror. 
Of the 19 men, 9 were dead and 
6 


wounded. Some one telephoned quick- 
ly to Jersey City. 
Many of the bodies 


still writhing- In mortal agony were 
placed on the train and borne to the 
city. 
Two of the wounded died on the 


way. 
A relict train brought back the 


others.

to considerable speculation as to the 
real motive of his change of program. 


The official explanation giving the 


health of the Empress a« the sole rea- 
son for his Majesty's rapid return Is 
only partially accepted here, though 
It is well known that the Empress suf- 
fers severely from sea sickness and 
dreaded the passage across the bay of 
Biscay, especially in view of the change 


temperature and the prospects of 


stormy 
weather. 
The 
impression 


among leading politicians, however, is 
.hat the state of home politics and the 
inappropriateness of his proposed visit 
to Spain at the present Juncture mainly 
Influenced the Emperor's decision. 


The imperial chancellor, Prince Ho- 


henlohe, represented to his Majesty the 
necessity for an early opening of the 
Iteichstag in view of the mass oi work 
that body has to get though, and sug- 
gested November 12th and December 
1st for the opening ceremonies. 
Em- 


peror William who intends to open the 
session in person, thereupon decided to 
return directly. 
The ministers have 


all returned suddenly to Berlin, and 
the greatest activity is observable lu 
political circles. 
It is suggested in some quarters that 


Emperor William's round-about tour 
from Pola to Potsdam, by way of Inns- 
pruck, capital of the Austrian Tyrol, 
dictated by a plan, which,, since the 
assassination o£ the Empress of Aus- 
tria and the discovery of a plot against 
the Emperor's 
life at Alexandria, 


Egypt, has governed 
his 
Majesty's 


movements—namely, complete secrecy 
as to the time of his departure from 
any place and the exact route to be 
kept secret until the last moment. 


The absorbing topic in the German 


press during the past week has been 
the Llppe-Detmold case. 
The verba- 


tim publication of the documents which 
first appeared in a Vienna paper, and 
which ttere afterwards copied by the 
entire German press, enabled the na- 
tion generally to form an Intelligent 
Idea o£ the whole matter, and since, in 
the continued absence of the Emperor, 
the government has deemed it best to 
keep silent, the comments of the news- 
papers have been both varied and in- 
teresting. In the verbatim re-print tlie 
regent's original letter of complaint is 
shown to have b«en couched in very 
respectful, calm language, and that ap- 
parently the Emperor has no reason 
•whatever to reply by the curt. Insulting 
telegram forbidding the regent to ad- 
dress him in a similar manner again. 


According to reports to those who are 


not near the Emperor, his Majesty has 
lately changed his opinion of, the whole 
case and now regrets treating the re- 
gent of Llppe-Detmold so haughtily 
and allowing the case to go as far as 
it has and becoming a national scandal. 
It is too late, however, to stop the 
letter and the Bundesrath will take up 
the case at an early opportunity. 
It 


must deal with two points—the regent's 
formal complaint against the Emperor, 
and theprotest of the Emperor's broth- 
er-in-law, Prince Adolph of Schaum- 
Imrg-Llppe, against the Diet's adoption 
of the law ot succession which declares 
that the regent's lawful issue entitled 
him to succeed to the throne of Lippe.

LABOR LEGISLATION. 


Gompers Has an Interview With 


President McKioley. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2G.—Samuel 


Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, accompanied by 
the secretary of the federation, had an 
hour's conference with the President 
today In regard to legislation in the in- 
terest of labor now pending in congress. 
Mr. Gompers' purpose waa to secure, if 
possible, the Indorsement of these 
measures in the President's forthcom- 
ing message to congress. 


Mr. Compere favored the 8-hour la- 


bor law, which limits a day's work to 
eight hours, whether the work Is being 
done directly hy the government or by 
contractors, and the bill having for its 
object the. improvement In the condi- 
tion of American seamen. 
This bill 


sives to seamen the right to leave a 
vessel when she is in a safe harbor and 
abolishes corporal 
punishment. 
He 


also urffed the Lodge immigration bill, 
which limits immigration to persons 
who can read and write.and the convict 
labor law.which prohibits the transpor- 
tation of the product of convict labor 
front one .state to another. 


SHOULD WEAR STRIPES. 


Dastardly Conduct of Machinists on 


the Cruiser Buffalo. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Chief of 


Engineers Melville has received the re- 
port of the board of inquiry which has 
been investigating the 
circumstances 


surrounding the breaking down of the 
machinery of the 
cruiser 
Buffalo, 


which was destined for Manila with 
about 300 sailors to relieve the men of 
Admiral Dewey's fleet whose terms of 
lervice had expired. 
It Is found that some of the machin- 


ists on board the ship have been guilty 
of the basest kind of treachery and 
deliberately disabled the machinery of 
the ship because they did not wish to 
be sent to a station so far away from 
home. 
The chief engineer of the Buf- 


falo is exonerated because it was found 
he was not in league with those who 
performed the treacherous work. Fur- 
ther proceedings will be had against the 
men who have been found guilty of 
such an unpatriotic practice, and they 
stand an excellent chance of being 
sentenced to a long term in the peni- 
tentiary.

A Territorial Government to 


Be Framed. 


The Franchise to be Extended to 


Portuguese But Not to 


Mongolians. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 23.—The com- 


mission appointed by the President to 
recommend a form of government for 
the Hawaiian Islands as a part of the 
United States met in Senator Cul 
lom's room at the capitol today for the 
first time Blnue leaving Honolulu. Sen* 
mtors Cullom and Morgan, Representa- 
tive Hitt and Judge Frear were pres- 
ent. 


The meeting was devoted to discuss- 


ing the details of the bill and the re- 
port which the commission will pre- 
sent to congress, which had not been 
fully decided upon at the last meeting. 
The legislation which will be recom- 
mended by the commission will be in- 
cluded in a bill, which to all intents 
and purposes will b« an enabling act 
and very much like the bills providing 
for the admission of new states into the 
Union, except in the one important de- 
tail that It provides for the admission 
of a territory and not a state. 


The bill has bran completed, but 


probably will be amended somewhat in 
detail. 
The report has not been com- 


pleted but the commission has decided 
upon its important features. 
One of 


these is a recommendation that the 
system of importing laborers under 
contract shall be discontinued. 
The 


commissioners have concluded that as 
the system is contrary to the laws ap- 
plying to this country as a whole, it 
would not be wise to continue it even 
temporarily in Hawaii. 
It is under- 


stood that a majority at least of the 
members of the commission do not ac- 
cept the theory that Americans and 
Europeans cannot do manual labor in 
the Islands. 


The commission will recommend a 


regular territorial form of government, 
with a governor, a delegate in congress 
and a legislature. The legislature will 
be elected by the qualified voters of the 
Islands, but there will be property and 
educational qualifications imposed up- 
on those who vote for members of the 
upper house of the legislature. 
The 


franchise will not be extended to the 
Japanese or Chinese in the Island, but 
the Portuguese who become citizens 
will not be excluded under the restrlc- 
tiins imposed.. 
The commission will 


present full details of the value of the 
property acquired, the income of the 
tariff taxes and other important facts 
bearing upon the government of the 
Islands. 
They estimate that the prop- 


erty secured to the United States will 
amount to more than $10,000,000. 


Mr. Justice Frear, one of the Ha- 


waiian commissioners and also a mem- 
ber of the supreme court of Hawaii, 
said this afternoon In answer to a 
question as to the solution of the coolie 
labor problem in Hawaii: 


'Under the present law coolie labor 


can be Imported. 
Our people, if left 


to their own choice would prefer to 
continue this system, but we will not 
hesitate to give it up if required. .TVe 
realize that the stability of the gov- 
ernment will be so largely Increased 
under annexation that we could afford 
to amend our labor laws and sacrifice 
cheap labor. 


As a matter of fact, our planters 


are now starting in to make a serious 
attempt to introduce white laborers. 
Some have already been brought from 
California, and it is believed the expe- 
riment will succeed. The notion seems 
to prevail in some quarters thai white 
men cannot work in the tropics. Fur- 
thermore.the islands are tempered with 
a cool ocean current, which reduces 
the temperature 10 degrees below that 
f other countries in the same latitude. 
A great proportion of the best coffee 
lands arc located in a very temperate 
zone.

Infantry from California to Santiago, 
was the first witness before the war 
Investigation commission today.

reply to General Beaver's request to 
tell everything he thought liable to be 
useful to the commission. Mr. Archi- 
bald said his chief reason for volun- 
teering* to appear before the commis- 
sion was because of the published: r«- 
ports that there was great hardship hi 
Cuba because of a lack of food. 


"I wish to say," he said, "that I have 


had considerable experience campaign- 
ing with the troops in the west, and 
there the regular soldiers have had 
much rougher experiences than they 
did In Cuba. 
There was plenty of 


food. 
The inability of the volunteers 


to adapt themselves to circumstances 
was due to their own inexperience. 


"If they had known enough to hustle 


and cook the food that was there they 
might have IPSS to complain of." 


"There was a. scarcity of medlcalsup- 


plles, of surgeons and of nurses. 
It 


appeared to me that Dr. Wood caused 
considerable unnecessary Buffering by 
his severe administration of 'tis i.i*- 
pital near Siboney. 
He refused to al- 


low any one to visit the sick, and on-:e 
when 1 tried to find a wounded man of 
the First infantry he refused to let me 
in. 
He declined to allow Cubans who 


had offered to build shelter for the- 
sick to do so.and when I tried to reason 
with him he said, 'I propose to run 
hospital to suit myself,* which I sup- 
pose was proper.
